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CONDITIONS  OF  SALE 


I.  REJECTION  OF  BIDS:  Any  bid  which  is  not  commensurate  with 
the  value  of  the  article  offered,  or  which  is  merely  a  nominal  or  fractional 
advance,  may  be  rejected  by  the  auctioneer  if  in  his  judgment  such  bid  would 
be  likely  to  affect  the  sale  injuriously.

R.S.  DU  BOIS,  who  together  with  her  mother  formed  and  in 
part  inherited  this  charming,  individualistic  collection,  is  widely 
known  not  only  as  a  connoisseur  but  as  a  brilliant  painter  in 
water  colors,  and  has  in  times  past  contributed  to  many  suc- 
cessful exhibitions. 

Mrs.  I)u  Bois'  home  on  Riverside  Drive,  in  which  her  fine  collection,  now 
offered  for  sale  by  her  through  the  medium  of  the  American  Art  Association, 
formed  an  appropriate  background  for  her  splendid  specimens  of  English  and 
American  furniture,  including  six  finely  decorated  apple-green  Windsor  chairs 
among  other  types,  several  interesting  spinning  wheels,  a  beautiful  rosewood 
spinet  by  W.  Geib,  New  York,  an  exceptionally  fine  carved  mahogany  secre- 
tary-bookcase by  Savery  of  Philadelphia  and  a  unique  long  low  bookcase  of 
fiddle-back  maple — with  rich  golden  patina  and  of  a  distinctly  rare  type. 
The  early  American  clocks  are  also  entitled  to  attention. 

The  Sheraton  decorated  satinwood  furniture  is  of  great  merit,  including  a 
beautiful  eighteenth  century  Pembroke  table,  a  number  of  banquettes,  chairs 
and  cabinets  of  distinction,  small  boxes  for  tea  and  for  work,  and  a  very  rare 
eglomise  cabinet,  unquestionably  the  work  of  Zucchi.  A  two-part  mahogany 
dining-table  with  broad  satinwood  borders  is  unusually  fine,  and  the  ten  de- 
lightful Chippendale  mahogany  chairs  which  surrounded  it  are  equally  good ; 
there  is  also  an  elaborately  carved  Chinese  Chippendale  cabinet,  occupied  by 
exquisite  Venetian  glass,  a  corner-cabinet,  an  Adam  console  table  and  a  very 
elaborately  inlaid  Sheraton  mahogany  sideboard  with  its  accompaniment  of 
Georgian  silver.  An  Adam  mantel  and  a  large  portal  which  originally  graced 
a  mansion  in  Portland  Place,  London,  make  a  romantic  as  well  as  an  artistic 
appeal.  There  are  also  several  interesting  Queen  Anne  walnut  bureaux  and 
double-chests. 

The  miniatures,  prints,  water  colors  and  other  paintings  are  highly  decorative ; 
a  portrait  by  Mierevelt  is  of  very  considerable  merit  and  a  landscape  by  Munn 
also  worthy  of  mention.  Two  colorful  leaded  stained  glass  panels,  one  Swiss 
and  the  other  Flemish,  are  of  importance. 

The  group  of  faience  comprises  ancient  examples  of  Leeds,  Spode,  Delft,  many 
Italian  types  and  several  specimens  of  Japanese  pottery  of  distinction.  Chinese 
snuff  bottles  and  porcelains  are  mainly  of  the  K'ang-hsi  and  Ch'ien-lung 
periods,  including  a  number  of  single  color  examples  and  a  few  fine  blue  and 
white  specimens. 

The  group  of  small  Egyptian  objects — scarabs  and  necklaces — was  collected 
by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Du  Bois  during  various  sojourns  in  Egypt,  the  first  of  wThich 
took  place  in  the  winter  of  1899;  this  group  represents  only  a  part  of  their 
findings,  the  other  and  major  portion  of  the  collection  having  been  loaned 
by  Mrs.  Du  Bois  to  the  Metropolitan  Museum. 
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There  are  a  few  excellent  textiles  and  embroideries,  including  three  superb 
Spanish  gold  needlepainted  Renaissance  panels  and  several  Italian  sixteenth 
century  filet  lace  covers  of  great  charm.  A  few  eighteenth  century  royal 
Bokhara  rugs  and  a  Persian  eighteenth  century  floral  trellised  carpet,  rich  in 
beautiful  blues  and  evanescent  rose-crimsons,  complete  this  truly  admirable 
collection.

During  the  winter  of  1899,  Mri.  Dn  Hois,  then  Miss  Cook,  and  licr  mother 
were  in  Egypt  and,  becoming  interested  in  Egyptian  antiquities,  commenced 
to  collect  them  at  that  time.  Alter  her  marriage  to  Mr.  Do  Hois  thr\  returned 
to  Egypt)  and  for  some  years  spent  the  winters  there,  collection,  and  gathfring 
amongst  other  examples  those  which  are  now  on  exhibition.
